Student Council Plans Campaign 
Save Student Interests 


Appointments of professors and stn- 
dent assistants wero made by the 
Board of Trustees Wednesday after- 
noon. 

. Several recommendations of the 
faculty committee on student activi- 
ties were acted upon favorably. They 
were: 

"That POad B. Morehouse, LL. B., 
'16, be appointed chairman of the Uni- 
versity Debating Council and Coach 
of the debating teams. 

"That the University advance to 
the Director of Athletics as required 
an amount not exceeding three quar- 
ters of the 46 per cent of the stu- 
dent activities tax pledged which is 
to be devoted to athletics, the Uni- 
versity having as security the tax 
pledges and being reimbursed there- 
from as these are collected and also 
from the receipts of the games. 

“That the apportionment of the 
student tax momys be as follows: 
To be retained by the Treasurer to 
cover the cost of medical benefits, 
25 per cent; ‘to be placed at the dis- 
posal of the business manager of Ttla 
Hatchet, 7 per cent, the business 
manager of ih* Chsrcy Tree, » per 
cent, the secretary-treasurer of the 
University Student Council, 4 per 
cent, the Director of Athletics, 46 per 
cent All moneys remaining unex- 
pended for medical benefits, by the 
University Student Council and by the 
Director of Athletics, to be returned 
to the Treasurer of the University at 
the close of the year." 

Another recommendation of the fac- 
ulty which was approved provided

letics and other activities un^r the tax may have to be curtailed. Dean 
Fraser, chairman of the faculty committee, has mads this oloar. Thera 
must be 800 signers to carry athletics thru successfully this year. 

I To cope with tile serious sltnatloit 
the Student Council has planned a 
vigorous personal campaign for sign-. 
ers. A councilman in each depart- 
ment will be given blank tax pledges,' 
and, with volunteers, will iiersonally 
tackle all students tor signatures to 
I the dollar-a-month proposition, which 
provides medical benefits admission 
to athletic events, and the student 
publications. '

The resists of ' policitlng^ of tax 
subscribers thru tlfo offlces'of the 
deans have i^roved disappointing. In 
the rush of registration, many stu> 
dents were overlooked, and not of- 
fered the ca^, while the activities 
tax was not explained. Lack of stu- 
dent canvassing is responsible for. the 
' present menacing situation of student 
activities. , 

I Ths tax Is a good business propo- 
sition. For $8 a year or a dollar a 
mpnth, each subscriber will receive: 
1. Medical treatment, including three 
weeks in the University Hospital free, 
and attention by the University Psy- 
slclan. 2. Admission to all athletic 
contests of the University. 3. Sub- 
scription to The University Hatchet 
and The Cherry Tree. 

Each student can hsip save stu- 
dent aetivltiss at this crisis by do- 
ing two things: Signing the tax and 
getting other students to sign. 

Not only all students, but aD mem- 
bers of the faculty should sign for 
the tax. President Stockton, the en- 
tliw Law School faculty, and other 
professors have already signed, and 
all should sign. 


Sensational Forward Pass Wins Game 
— Team Shows Strength — Play Get- 
tysburg College Tomorrow 


For t^e first time in six years a 
George Washington University foot- 
ball team played last' Saturday, win- 
ning from St, John’s College' at An- 
napolis by 6 to 0. The single score 
in the see-saw game was made dur- 
ing the last two minutes of play 
when Wilson caught Pepper's forward 
pass in mid-field raced down the 
’ field 46 yards, protected by Nleder- 
I hauser, and scored a touchdown. 

Thfe team leaves tonight for Get- 
tysburg, where’ it will play Gettys- 
burg College, a strong team,, tomor- 
row. Next Saturday will be the day 
o fthe first home game with West- 
ern Maryland College, probably on 
Georgetown field. 

In the first quarter, St. John's was 
held on downs on the 6-yard line, 
^^the nearest to sporlng that the ca- 
dets came. In the second and third 
quarters the ball changed hands of- 
ten because of fumbles and stayed 
in the middle of the field. In the 
last quarter. Coach Sullivan put a 
fresh O. W. U. team on the field h 
making many substitutions. Then the 
touchdown was made. 

Altho the play was at times ragged, 
the Buff and Bltfe showed that it will 
be reckoned with in conning contests j 
Pepper put ,Up a good game and ran 
the team well, while Glblln broke 
thru the line frequentlyi Capt. Hu- 
lls played well until knocked out. He 
will play tomorrow, however. Clark, 
St. John's best ground-gainer, was in- 
jured in an open field running tackle, 
and examination later ahowed two 
ribs broken. 

About twenty G. W. U- students 
took the jfjp with >he team, and with 
the team watched Navy beat George- 
town in th4 afternoon.
